TOWN ORDINANCE No. 28. 


erage in the Town of Rene. 
{Passed July 7, 3888. ] 


BY VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 
thority conferred by the laws of the 
State of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
| missioners do ordain as follows 
| ction 1. It is hereby made the duty of all 
| persons owning property fronting on streets 
‘and alleys within the c rate limits of the 
jtown of Reno, through which the sewer sys- 
|} tem of said town has been, or may hereafter 
| be completed, to properly counect the waste 
and soil pipes of theif respective premises 
with said sewer system, 50 as to properly 
and effectually drain their said prem- 
lises, and all such connections § shall 
|be made with iron or vitrified earthen 
| pipe; aud if any property-owner shall 
fail, refuse or negiect to make proper 
connection with said sewer system, as herein 
| provided, for a period of thirty days after 
ithe cempletion of said sewer system to or 
| past his or her premises, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall cause written notice to 
be'served upon all such property-owners, or 
the party in possession of such premises, to 
immediately cause such connections to be 
made, and if the person or persons so no- 
tified fail, refuse or neglect to connect such 
remises with the sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of ten days after ser- 
vice of such notice, all vaults, sinks and 
cesspools upon such premises shall be 
deemed a public nuisance, and the Sheriff of 
Washoe county shall have authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order 
of the Commissioners, to summarily remove 
the same,and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any ex- 
pense incurred therein shall become a lien 
upon the premises affected thereby. After 
removing the nuisance, as herein directed, 
the Sheriff shall make an itemized statement 
of the expenses incurred by him in the per- 
formance of such duty, and deliver the same 
to the District Attorney, who shall imme- 
diately commence an action, in the name of 
the County Commissioners, against e 
owner or owners of the premises for the 
lection of the same. 
Section 2. When any sink, vault or ce 
pool has been removed by order of the Com- 
missioners, as provided in Section 1 of this 
ordinance, the owner, or any person in 
session of any such premises, who shall 
thereafter erect, maintain or suffer to exist 
upon such premises any vault, sink or cess 
pool, shall be deemed guilty of maiutaining 
a nuisance, and upon conviction thereof 
fore any Court of competent jurisdiction,

The plan of the Car- 
son Appeal, which is published in 
to-day’s issue, is the best which has 
yet been presented, and should 
meet with careful consideration at 
the hands of our lawmakers. ‘)ur 
home people can appreciate the 
need of such a measure; the -wise 
men of the east, who imagine Ne- 
vada to be a sort of American Sa- 
hara,a land where water is as pre- 
gious as the silver and gold that 
lie buried ia her mountains, cannot 
comprehend thata system of wa- 
ter storage reservoirs can be suc- 
cessfully established, and will not 
heed the appeals of Senator Stew- 
art in her behalf. Wherever wa- 
ter is plentiful in the State, the re- 
sult of the generous dispensation 
is seen in the springing vegetation 
which decks valley, mountain and 
plain in robesof green It shows, 
conclusively, what the State is ca- 
pable of as an agricultural region, 
with plenty of water. There are 
bundreds of thousands of acres of 
fine lands in all portions of; the 
State which only require water to 
make them produce anything and 
everything in the line of fruits and 
cereals.

Now that the question of storage res- 
ervoirs is being agitated, says the 
Carson Appeal, it would be well for 
the citizens of the western part of the 
State to consider what they can do this 
winter in the way of progress and im- 
provement.

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HORSES WITH BOGUS TAILS.

Flowing Caudal Appendages from the 
Wigmaker’s Establishment. 

A stylish barouche drawn by two pranc- 
ing horses drove out Walnut street re- 
cently. A well-known Wwigmaker was 
standing at Broad and Walnut streets 
talking to a Times reporter. 

“Do you see that team?” said the wig- 
maker, “Well, do you see what beauti- 
ful flowing tails they’ve got?

“I made those tails. I make tails for a 
good many stslish horses. You kaow 
that a horse wittiont'a handsonretail isn’t 
haudsome atall. He may havea beautiful 
mane aod hold bis head high and stamp 
and prance and bite his bit, showing all 
the traite of a full-blooded animal, but if 
he hasu’t got a long, flowing tail all the 
other characteristics go for nothing.

“I went to Naples a queen, and in a 
year Lleft it an exile. My rooms in the 
palace there were scarcely put in order 
for me when I was driven out by the revo- 
lution. Then we went to Rome. My 
husband owned a palace there, and we 
made it onr home. What then? In a 
few years Victor Emmanuel drove us out 
of it. We fled to England and then to 
France. 

‘‘We were about to make a permanent 
home and devote ourselves to each other 
and to our only child, when that child 
died, Has not misfortume pressed us 
cruelly? 

‘Doubtless, if we were to purchase a 
house and seek to make a permanent 
home it would be taken from us. If we 
were to make friends we would lose them. 
No, we are exiles and wanderers, and 
such we must remain.”
